L. & N. Purchase 
New Cars For The 
Kentucky Field 


The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road company announces the pur- 
chase on January 29 of 2700 all 
steel hopper cars and 327 all steel 
ballast cars at a cost of $6,600,000. 

This equipment will be furnished 
by the Bethlehem Steel company, 
the Pressed Steel Car Company, the 
Mt. Vernon Car Manufacturing Com- 
pany, the Pullman Standard Car 
Manufacturing Company and the 
American Car and Foundry Com- 
pany. 

Work on a portion of the huge 
order will begin shortly and the 
cars will be placed in service as 
completed. All of the cars will be 
of the standard design of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads. 
The 2,700 hopper cars, which are of 
a 50 ton capacity, will be used in 
hauling coal. The 327 ballast cars 
will be used chiefly for hauling ba!

nele Henry says that he has 


|been a voter for sixty-one years. I 


was born and grew up almost in 
sight of Whitesburg. I ean truth- 
fully say that the roads are more 
dangerous to travel today than at 
any time I can remember. 

Too many citizens are saying, 
“It’s none of my business what the 
other fellow does just so he doesn’t 
bother me.” They're absolutely 
wrong. Who's supposed to run this 
country? I’m inclined to believe 
ivs everybody's business what the 
other fellow does. I believe also, 
that something should be advocat- 
ed, and not merely advocated, but 
put into action, that will cause men 
who willingly violate the laws, to 
fear. Fifty and sixty years ago 
most men feared to shoot on the 
road near the homes. They feared 
to holler and use vulgar and inde- 
cent language on the road and in 
the presence of women and chil- 
dren. I live right where I have 
always lived. I can hear it almost 
daily now. I know I didn't hear it 
so often then. If anything is being 
done to prevent it, I’m unable to 
find out. I do know that it con- 
tinually goes on. 

Fifty years ago the citizens of 
this section really stood and even 
fought for law and order. They 
didn't always have it, but they 
stood for it just the same. I could 
mention the names of some who 
were shipped out of here in goods 
boxes. If they didn’t fear why did 
they practice such secrecy? They 
did fear. They feared the courts, 
and perhaps more so, the citizens. 

The Governors have seemingly 
made life sentences more rather to 
be chosea than fines. Life sen- 
tences are the cheapest thing that 
we have to offer today. The crimes 
of Dock Taylor, Talt Hall and 
Evans Hobson were no worse than

hung. They swung to the end of a 
rope. But where are those wh 
have been convicted for the past) 
twenty-five years swinging? Many | 
who read this will know about then 
and now. I'm not talking just to| 
be heard. I’m sorry ‘that such| 
comparisons are true. But they, 
are true, and you who are old 
enough to remember will say so. 
Ym not saying that our present 


| officials aren't doing all they can 


to maintain peaceful conditions in 
our county. I believe they are try- 
ing. But they do not have the co- 
operation of all the citizens, there- 
fore they are mightily handicapped. 
Society, the citizenship of this coun- 
ty, are all guilty and must share 
the blame for the wave of lawk 
ness and crime that has been exist- 
ing in this section so long. Every: 
body knows, to hear ‘em talk, what 
should be done. They talk might- 
ily about it, but talk cannot curb 
it. Talk doesn’t do anything. Fifty 
years ago the so called law abiding 
citizens had a willingness to act as 
well as talk. Where are our law 
abiding citizens today? I claim 
that citizens who observe law vio- 
lations without making a complaint 
or an effort to see that the offen- 
ders are brought to a speedy trial 
aren’t law abiding citizens. By such 
actions they may rightly be termed 
equally yoked with those who will- 
fully violate the laws. 

Citizens of Letcher county, you 
are the offspring of my playmates 
and acquaintances of more than 60 
years ago. Are you going to turn 
this country over to those coming 
after you in worse shape than it 
was when you received it? Won’t 
you consider for a moment, if no 
longer, and raise high the torch 
that your ancestors handed to you? 
I may be old, but I'm ready to 
join you.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 18—A 
statement issued at the university 
of Kentucky college of Agriculture} 
calls the attention of farmers to} 
ways in which they can cooperate 
in the agriculture conservation pro- 
gram this year. 

In brief, farmers can receive pay-| 
ments for diverting soil depleting| 
crops to soil-conserving crops, and 
for the use of soil building practices. 

Burley tobacco growers will be 
paid 5 cents a pound for the esti- 
mated yield on land diverted to 
other crops, up to 25 percent of their 
tobacco base.
